Cheques or Money 
orders not accepted . Candidates applying 
from outside India are not required to pay 
any application fee and may apply on plain 
paper if prescribed application forms not 
available . No candidate will be considered for 
appointment unless he appears for a personal 
juterview if called upon by the Commission to 
do so.
